“I conferred with Mr. Ellis prior 
to the drawing of the _ indictment 
against Mr. McLendon,” Mr. Stephens 
told the committee. “He told me at 


that time that McLendon said it would 
take $1,000 to get the matter through, 
that McLendon told him he had to pay 
certain council members. 


Further Investigations. 


“Investigations subsequent to that 
conversation with Ellis seemed to 
fail to show that any council mem- 
bers received any of the money and 
Mr. McLendon was indicted for lar- 
ceny of the funds, 
indicate that he used the money for | 
his own purposes.’

Total Vote in Alabama 
Senate Race Shrinks on 
Late Returns.

Two veteran political leaders—Sen- | 

ators Norris, of Nebraska, and Rob- 
inson, of Arkansas—who began their 
congressional careers at the same time 
in 1908—have weathered the storms 
of another primary contest. 
: Norris, an independent republican 
'who campaigned for Alfred E. Smith 
for president in 1928, received the re- 
‘publican senatorial nomination 
‘Tuesday’s primary in Nebraska after | 
a bitter campaign. 

At the same time, Robinson, 
democratic leader and vice presiden- 
tial candidate in 1928, emerged vic- 
torious by an overwhelming majority 
in the Arkansas contest. He advocat- 
ed national prohibition in his cam- 
paign speeches. 

In Ohio, Robert J. Bulkley, former 
representative, who advocated repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment, won the 
democratic senatorial nomination 
while George White, a Marietta bank- 
er and a dry, captured the democratic 
gubernatorial nomination.

Broken by Hawks 
SUSTAINED FLIGHT 


Veteran Pilot Spans Na- 
tion in 12 Hours, 25 Min- 
utes To Clip Over 2 
Hours From Record.

CURTISS FIELD, N. Y., Aug. 13. 

Captain Frank Hawks regained his 
title as the cross-continent speed cham- 
pion of America today when he pi- 
loted his Travelair monoplane Texaco 
from Los Angeles to Curtiss Field ,in 
12 hours 25 minutes 3 seconds. 

Hawks started from the municipal 
airport, Ios Angeles, at 5:16:27 a. m. 
(eastern standard time), and raced 
across country 2,510 miles, with stops 
for fuel at Albuquerque, N. Mex., 
Wichita, Kans., and Indianapolis, 
Ind., to land at Curtiss Field at 
5:41:30 p. m.- (eastern standard 
time.) 

Thus Hawks broke by 2 hours, 20 
minutes 29 seconds the eastward flight 
record set on April 20 by Colonel and 
Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh, who made 
it over the same route in 14:45:32. 

Only a week ago, on August 6, 
Hawks regained the westward record, 
which Roscoe Turner had taken from 
him, by making the flight from New 
York to Los Angeles in 14:50:43. 

Hawks made approximately 224 
miles an hour on his flight today. 

He was ahead of the Lindberghs all 
He landed at Albuquerque 
at 8:43 a. m. (eastern standard time), 
and took off 17 minutes later at 9 
a.m. He landed at Wichita at 11 :28, 

and at 11:35, only seven minutes later 
this time, he left for Indianapolis. 
Arriving. at Indianapolis at. 2:23 p. 
m., he refuelled in 13 minutes and 
left at 2:36 for Curtiss Field.

Hawks’ red and white monoplane 


| was seen racing across Long Island 
at 10,000 feet.

at the field at Indianapolis that he 
had been flying at 15,000 feet part of 
the time. 

It was several minutes before the 
plane was identified even as a Trav- 
elair. It dropped to 5,000 feet as 
it approached the field, then came 
down rapidly, circling twice. 

Hawks made a perfect landing, and 
it was known the plane was his. Mo- 
toreycle policemen raced across the 
field to greet him and control the 
crowd. Hawks taxied it into line, 
with mechanics jojning the policemen 
in his wake. He taxied it up to a 
hangar where Mrs. Hawks and those 
of his official party were awaiting. 

Waving to the crowd jubilantly, 
| Hawks raised himself in the cockpit, 
‘took off his helmet and said; 

“What was my time?” 

He was informed as soon as the of- 
ficial timer, Don Herald, could work 
it out, and it was known that he had 
bettered the Lindbergh record by 


nearly twuv nours and a half. 

-Iawks was soon surrownded. 
kissed .drs. Hawks and turned te 
greet the others. Among them were 
Captain Sir George Hubert’ Wilkins, 
famous explorer; Lady Wilkins; 
George Mand, representing Mayor

Cruising Speed. 

“The time I made crossing the cou- 
tinent,” Hawks said, “amounts simply 
to cruising speed for the plane. I’m 
sure that with favorable winds all 
the way across, and if I let her out, 


'I could beat my own record.” 


There were no winds of any con 
sequence between Los Angeles and 
Albuquerque, Hawks said. But be- 
tween Albuquerque and Wichita Falls

LINDBERGH GLAD 
RECORD BROKEN. 

ENGLEWOOD, N. J., Aug. 13.— 
(P)—Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
expressed delight tonight when in- 
formed by The Associated Press that 
Captain Frank M. Hawks had broken 
his record for west-east flight across 
the continent. 

“T am certainly glad to hear it,” 
said the ilying colonel.

King, Jr., in his father’s desk at the 
club two days after the slaying, were 
identified by Police Chief M. D. Gill 
as being from Mrs. Allen, He said 
he showed one of them, ard a picture 
found with them, to Mrs. Allen, and 
she admitted they were hers. The 
chief testified the writing on the oth- 
ers was the same as that on the ones 
Mrs. Allen identified. 

Decision on Letters Deferred. 

Judge McLaugblin withheld decision 
oh the admissability of the letters, and 
pending decision on that point their 
contents were withheld by prosecuting 
attorneys, in whose charge they re- 
mained. 

Chief Reese's story bore out in 
every detail the poliee version given 
out soon after Mrs. Allen’s arrest. 
He quoted her as saying she went 
with King to his apartment in the 
Elks’ home about 10 o'clock on the 
night before he was. found un- 
conscious, and remained with him 
there until 3 a. m., at which time he 
took her home. Reese said she told 
him they quarreled after she had 
taxed him with going to his home 
for fresh clothing, after promising 
her he would not do so, and that 
there were only two blows, one when 
she slapped King, and the second 
when he retaliated. Later, he said, 
she admitted there had been more 
serious fighting, but insisted they 

made up,” ate supper and spent 
several hours amicably together. 

Repeats Mrs. Allen’s Story. 

Mrs. Allen, the detective chief said, 
insisted King did not appear to be 
seriously hurt after she applied medi- 
cine to minor abrasions after the 
fight, and seemed all right when he 
took her home at 3 a. m.

Aiken Re-sentenced. | 


When this writer talked to the two | 
men, Aiken was fresh from Judge. 
Virlyn B. Moore's division of Fulton | 
superior court, where he was sen- 
tenced to die on Labor Day, under a} 
remittitur handed down by the su-| 
preme court, affirming the conviction. | 


“When the truth comes out, I'll be 
all right,” Aiken declared with fervor. 
“I have never held any ill will to 
any juror, court official or other per-. 
son, and I still hope that the truth 
will vindicate me. I have lived among 
the people of Fulton county, I built 
my home here, and I reared my fam- 
ily here. 

“Whether I go to the chair or not, 
no physical pain could ever compare 
with that pain caused me on June 18, 
1929, when, in my home at 785 Cooper 
street, I saw my wife in a compro- 
mising position with Boyce Hunter. 
The things I did on that day in the 
heat of passion were the result of pain 
indescribable by me or any other man.” 


Attorney Thomas said that newly 
developed evidence dug up by him is 
sufficient to warrant a new trial and ; 
he believes it will cause a new hear- | 
ing of the case. An extraordinary mo- | 
tion for a new trial will be filed later | 
this week or early next week, he said. 

Information Dug Up.

Many letters from alert citizens 
have come to The Constitution 
commending strongly its action in 
bringing to the front of the state 
campaign the all-inclusive debt and 
taxation issue.

A VICTORY FOR COURAGE. 

The renomination of Senator 
George W. Norris, in Nebraska, fur- 
nishes one of the most novel and 
important incidents of Américan po- 
litical history. He has resided in 


‘life, served as a district attorney 
land district judge, ten years as 
representative in congress and since 
1913 as senator from his state, al- 
ways a Strict republican partisan 
until the insurgency cult arose in 
the senate. Of that bloc he became 
and is the accepted leader. 

_ But in 1928 Senator Norris took 
his political life in his hands and 
boldly announced his support of 
Alfred E. Smith, the presidential 
nominee of the democratic party, in 
preference to Herbert Hoover, the 
nominee of his own party. He de- 
fended that action on the ground of 
his profound interest in the for- 
tunes of the farmers of the nation, 
believing a Smith administration 
would do more and. better for them 
than the advocated Hoover admin- 
istration. 

With characteristic courage Sena- 
tor Norris has refused to recant his 
views or apologize for his action. 
He had arrayed against him the 
“regulars” of his party who put up 
a strong candidate against him in 
the primary. But he went frankly 
to the republican voters of the 
state, justified his course by what 


ihas happened under the Hoover ad- 


ministration, and the voters have 
vindicated him handsomely by ac- 
cording him renomination to a 
fourth term in the senate. 

The action is significant. It must 
bear the sting of sévere republican 
rebuke to President Hoover and his 
supporters. And it indicates that 
there is a powerful spirit revolt 
against his administration within his 
own party in the great west. For 
Senator Norris it is a victory of 
large value to his national prestige. 


A LYNCHING AVERTED. 

The mayor, minister and leading 
men of Bainbridge who persuaded 
an angry mob bent on lynching a 
negro to disperse and “‘let the law 
take its course’? deserve the full- 
est praise and thanks of the state. 

The reported offense of the 
drunken negro, “uttering insulting 
remarks to two white women,” was 
aggravating, but furnished no pre- 
text for a mob to usurp the place 
of the courts and violently execute 
the cufprit. The negro was already 
in the hands of the law and secure- 
ly in jail. 

There is no justification for lynch 


law until organized law has been de- | j 


stroyed, its forces disarmed, and the 
processes of anarchy and savagery 
only remain for the use of the peo- 
ple. That condition does not exist 
in Georgia and to have allowed a 
drivelling drink-demented negro to 
be lynched for a possibly uncon- 
scious impudence would have been 
an enormously greater crime than 
that avenged in hate and fury. 

By the prompt and conservative 
action of the good men of Bain- 
bridge that crime was prevented on 
Monday night and the state saved 
from another dark and bloody chap- 
ter in a record of law observance 
that has been brightening for many 
years. 

Yet there remains a need for the 
friends of law And order and justice 
to keep their educative services at 
work in their communities, teach- 
ing their fellow men that “obe- 
dience to law is dety to God.” 

Every good citizen owes it to his 
own security and the honor of the 
state to oppose his voice and in- 
fluence against every suggestion 
that the law cannot be trusted and 
the ‘“‘savagery of the pack’ must 
be resorted to upon any sudden 
provocation.

Diplomats and 
Journalists. 

When Prince Bulow was chancellor 
of the German empire, he once said to 
Philipp Stein, editor of a prominent 
German newspaper, with whom he 
used to exchange opinions once a 
week, that, in a general way, diplo- 
mats could learn more from journal- 
ists than vice versa. This was in the 


,ays when many diplomats had “more 
ancestors than brains.” In our time 
the quantity of ancestors is no longer 
exactly a recommendation for a diplo- 
mat in most countries. Brains are a 
good deal more. To name but two 
instances: there was Dr. Stresemann, 
the late foreign minister of Germany, 
who was born in a cellar where his 
pe had a vegetable shop, and Mr. 

enderson, England’s present foreign 
secretary, who was a metal worker up 
to his 40th year. Things have 
changed *so much that at present it 
looks as if diplomats and journalists 
are fairly well balanced in brains at 
any rate. The Hague Post points out 
an incident recently in which the 
Dutch foreign minister, Dr. Beelaerts 
Van Blokland, told a foreign journal- 
ist, the chief editor of the Parisian 
Matin, his ample reasons why Eu- 
rope at the present time is just “a 
big insane asylum.” Dr. Sauerwein, 
did not come to the realization that 
the — utchman had actually voiced the 
sharpest possible criticism of France 
until he got home. Publication of 
the interview brought a storm of dis- 
cussion. Every commentator had to 
admit that Europe is, indeed, in a 
sorrowful condition, and that a worse 
plight will follow if some nations 
don’t come to their senses in time.

Reading in 
France. 


French book publishers are com- 
plaining just as our own at home 
that the public is not reading enough 
books. In America, they say, this is 
understandable. The newspapers and 
magazines in that country have ecap- 
tured the reading public, and the av- 
erage businessman or worker does not 
feel the need of buying an expensive 
book when he can find a mass of in- 
formation made easily accessible in 
the periodicals. But in France, they 
point out, newspaper reading has not 
arrived yet at the point of saturating 
the daily -life so completely as it has 
in America. If this be true, and no 
doubt it is, how is it that the aver- 
age French workman or peasant even 
is so well informed on the political af- 
fairs of his country and is often found 
quite capable of arguing in detail 
about conditions in other lands? This 
phenomenon must puzzle the stranger 
considerably. Yet there is an ex- 
planation. _ Any American who has 
sojourned a while in France dur- 
ing which period he has not confined 
himself exclusively to expatriate cir- 
cles but has mixed in with the French 
people, knows that they are immense 
talkers. The cafe, which is still, espe- 
cially in the provincial towns, a place 
of exchange of opinions, supplies the 
non-newspaper reader with all the in- 
formation he wants. He gets it by 
word of mouth. There is always 
somebody who knows something au- 
thentic on American prosperity or 
Mussolini’s efficiency at the cafe, and 
comment, copious comment even, is 
never lacking. The Dutch have an old 
adage which says: A good listener 
needs only half a word. The French 
are good listeners. Imagination does 
the resf.

I imagine the ingenius Dr. Brooks 
and all the other deputies, chiefs or 
executives of the New York health de- 
partment have heard of this conversa- 
tional spray before, but they’re not 
acknowledging it yet, although they do 
acknowledge the dangers of the spray 
of open-face coughing and open-face 
sneezing, even to the extent of issuing 
occasional half-hearted warnings about 
it. Wait ten or twenty years, though, 
and then the health authorities of the 
great state of New York will be broad- 
casting educational talks about the 
hazard of converastional spray.

Under the constitution of 1868 the 
Bullock administration set up a phan- 
tom’ common school bureau with an 
ex-federal army officer, General John 
R. Lewis, as state school commissioner. 
But the legislature gave him scarcely 


anything to operate, other than an 
office equipment and a small salary. 


General Lewis was an able gentle- 
man, educated, refined in sentiments, 
decided to make his home here in the 
south, sympathetic with the suffer- 
ings of our people and especially ear- 
nest in desire to supply means of pub- 
lic education to the neglected youth 
emerging from the war era. But he 
could make ho headway in his funce- 
tion without means. He could do 
little more than make plans on paper. 
He had not learned the Egyptian art 
of “making bricks without straw.” 


He started a cheap restricted sys- 
tem with no asset except the then 
dubitable credit of the state.

payment of the salaries of the poorly 
compensated teachers over the state. 

That is why in 1926 we had to 
amend the Constitution to allow a 
temporary increase of the public debt 
annually by authorizing the governor 
to borrow $3,500,000 to pay the sal- 
aries of school teachers, and save them 
from having to go naked and hungry 
while normally allocated school funds 
were accumulating. 

Now even that device is insuffi- 
cient and the school teachers all over 
Georgia are suffering for their unpaid 
salaries. These debts to the teachers 
form a large part of the increasing def- 
icit in the public treasury at the pres- 


ent time.

A Centralized Control Is Needed. : 
Every intelligent citizen of the state 
having any fair knowledge of educa- 


tional problems, and the common 
school history of the states, knows 
that the supreme need of our schools 
is a wisely, scientifically planned jsys- 
tem. The control of the system should 
be best lodged in an appointed select 
board of regents. To that board 
should be delegated the entire man- 
agement of the system from the uni- 
versity down to the one-room log 
schoolhouse in the mountains. 

In concert with the university fac- 
ulty the regents should delineate the 
curricula of all the schools receiving 
public support from the state and re- 
quire it to be followed strictly. 

The regents should employ a com- 
petent school superintendent. That of- 
ficer should not be a political hop- 
toad under the harrow of the politi- 
cians. And the regents should be giv- 
en powér to allocate and apply the 
state school funds.

STEBBINS CHARGES 
DEMOCRATIC VOTING. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 13.—(P}— 
Nebraska’s most bitterly fought pri- 
mary election came to a close today 
with post-election charges as vitriolic 
as those of the campaign. 

W. M. Stebbins, running as a “reg-s 
ular’ republican, for the United 
States senatorship, conceded the nomi- 
nation to George W. Nogris, incum- 
bent and insurgent leader, on the basis 
of returns from all but 565 of the 
2,030 precincts. The vote was Nor- 
ris 80,133; Stebbins 57,674. Aaron 
Reed, 84-year-old wet republican, 
polled 5,247 votes, 

Gilbert M, Hitchcock, Omaha pub- 
lisher and former senator, held a corh- 
manding lead over Dr. Jennie M. Call- 
fas in the democratic senatorial race. 
Hitchcock had 46,608 votes and Dr. 
Callfas 12,337 after all but 565 pre- 
cincts had reported. 

Stebbins’ campaign manager, Wal- 


ter Kiechel, issued a statement at- 
tributing defeat to the “wholesale en- 
trance of democrats into the republic- 
an primary for the distinct purpose 
of voting for Senator Norris.” 


“Without question,” Kiechel said, 
“the republicans of Nebraska by their 
vote yesterday expressed their prefer- 
ence for W. M. Stebbins as their 
candidate for United States senator. 

“The invasion of democrats was 
what we had feared and was exactly 
as Senator Norris had requested of 
his democratic friends. 

“This is plainly a violation of the 
spirit, if not the letter, of the pri- 
mary law and is an added proof of the 
senator's political dishonesty. The re- 
publican party in Nebraska has suf- 
fered a great injustice and faces a 
crisis. What the outcome will be is 
something no one can foresee.” 


Senator Norris said today he re- 
garded his nomination as a “vindica- 
tion of the principles he said he had 
fought for.” 7 

“To me, my victory means just that. 

I am much encouraged,” the senator 
added. 
Replying to charges made by Walter 
iechel, manager for W. M. Steb- 
bins, Norris’ republican “standpat” 
opponent, that bolting democrats who 
pledged allegiance to the republican 
party to vote for him in the primaries 
ier defeated Stebbins, the senator 
said:

Murray, author of the constitution, 
former congressmen and recently re- 
turned from an unsuccessful attempt 
to establish a colony in Bolivia, cam- 
paigned on the platform of a gross 
income tax. His table manners and 
attire were attacked as well as his 
policies and political past. 

Buttram partisans have indicated 
they will question his eligibility to 
hold office, because of his residence 
in Bolivia.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Ab- 
stracts of title to all but two parcels 
of the land needed for the new At- 
lanta postoffice building today weré’ 
in the hands of the supervising archi- 
tect of the treasury department. It is. 
understood that the remaining ab- 
stracts have been prepared in Atlanta 
but have not yet been forwarded to 
this city. 

. The main delay in the Atlanta 
matter, it was learned, is caused by 
the fact that owners of two parcels of 
property needed are holding out for a 
figure higher than the government is 
willing to pay. No course of action 
in these cases has yet been decided 
upon, as it 18 a matter which comes ° 
directly under the jurisdiction of 
Ferry K. Heath, assistant secretary 
of the treasury in charge of build- 
ing matters. Heath has been on a 
vacation for ice past three weeks but 
is expected to return to this city this, 
week and to make a prompt decision. 

It appears probable that he will ask 
the epartment of justice to institute 
co nation proceedings in these 
two cases, which will mean a delay 
for several months before any further 
step# are taken toward the erection 
of the Atlanta building. The case 
must be prepared by the United States 
district attorney in Atlanta and then 
will wait for its turn on the federal 
court calendar before trial. In event 
the property owffers are not satisfied 
with the price assessed through such 
proceedings an appeal is possible, 
which would cause a still longer delay. 

Following this the titles to all the 
various properties in question must 
be approved by the department of 
justice before any start is made on 
the plans for the new structure. 

No decision has yet been reached as 
to whether the pRns will be drawn 
by the architects in the treasury de- 
partment or whather they will be . 
handled by an outside firm. Under 
ordinary circumstances the work of ' 
this type is done by the government 
architects, but with the vast publie 
building program which is now under 
way, in numerous cases where special 
construction is needed, on account of 
local conditions and the size of the 
structure, an outside. firm has been 
employed. This matter also will be 
decided by Assistant Secretary Heath. 

Drawing of plans for the new 
building alone will probably take sev- 
eral months, to be iellowed, after ap- 
proval of the designs by the, proper 
officials, by calling for bids on ac- 
tual construction. These must be ad-. 
vertised for at least 30 days, a de- 
cision on the bid to be accepted com- 
ing almost immediately -after the 
tenders have been opened in this city. 

More time will then elapse while 
the buildings at present on the site 
of the new structure are being torn 
down, so it is practically certain from 
the many causes for delay which now 
confront the Atlanta project, that it 
will be at least eight or nine months 
before actual construction can com- 
mence. The building, if it can be 
compared with operations of the same 
general type in this city and through- 
out the country, will probably take at 
least a year to build. Hence it seems 
fairly definite that there is little 
chance of completion of the Atlanta 
structure and its being ready for oc- 
eupancy in much less than two years 
from date, possibly longer.

New Orleans Negro Cult 


STRANGE CEREMONIES MARK VIGIL OF DEATH 


Awaits Return of Seeress 


BY BARRY J. HOLLOWAY.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 13.—(UN) 
Wails of grief, shrieks of sobbing 
women, and the slow droning of a 
negro choir came from a lonely patch 
of swampland on the outskirts of New 
Orleans Tuesday night. 

Several hundred negroes and white 


3} people were gathered inside a huge, 


dim inclosure. They were praying and 
waiting for the return of Mother 
Catherine, fat and jolly negress, who 
until her death at Lexington, Ky.., 
yesterday, was the high priestess of 
one of the largest cults in New Or- 
leans. 

They had been assembled there since 
Monday night, a short time after word 
came of the aged negress’ death. 

In dim candle light they waited 
the fulfillment of Prophet Peter, aged 
but alert negro, who a short time 
after word came of Mother Cathe- 
rine’s death, announced he had a “‘vis- 
ion” that she was returning to her 
“chillun.” 

Tonight they waited. Packed in- 
side the huge inclosure they prayed 
and sang for the return to life of the 
former washwoman, who nine years 
ago “got the vision from the Lawd 
Jehovy” and marshalled them togeth- 
er—both black and white. 

Around a rude Altar upon which 
was the empty old-fashioned rocking 
chair which had been the honored seat 
of the high priestess, several hundred 
negroes kneeled or lay prostrate on the 
ground. 


Back of the altar were half a hun- 
dred white-robed “sisters” and “pro- 


phets” who administer the affairs of | 


the cult and live a secluded life with- 
in the rough wooden walls. 


At one side of the altar were the | 
canaries and | 


sacred birds—chickens, 
several parrots and ducks. Nearby 
were leashed several of the priestesses’ 
dogs. In the shadows above was a 
12-piece orchestra and a choir singing 
mournful music. 

Thus they awaited their leader— 
who could neither read nor write but 
who could repeat word for word chap- 
ter after chapter from the Bible. 

Mother Catherine, before she was 
visited by the “vision” while deliv- 
ering washing one day, was Catherine 
Seal. She had not left the isolated 


inclosure since she crawled through |

the roof of its first building, 
Manger,” nine years ago, until her 
illness a week ago. 

She then told her followers an evil 
spirit had haunted her. A'nd that 
“Lawd Jehovy told me to go to my 
old home in Kentucky and fight it.”

Her followers were awaiting her re- 
turn to the cult which is reputed to 
be the wealthiest in New Orleans.

Captain Baldwin led the 
Baldwin - Zeigler expedition to the 
north pole, started in the dawn of 
the twentieth century. : 

“We had completed establishment 
of the depots of food, fuel, sleds and 
clothing along the line in Franz Jo- 
seph land which -we would_ follow 
to the pole and return by,” said Cap- 
tain Baldwin. “We had planted all 
our supplies along the line; our ship, 
the America, was light, our coal sup- 
ply was low, many of our dogs had 
died, and our sleds had been broken 
to bits in the work of establishing 
the depot. But we were all set for 
the dash to the pole if we could re- 
plenish our supplies. 

“All that June we sent out dis- 
patches by that first air mail. The 
messages went by balloons. The bags 


factured in the arctic. To the bal- 
loons, on piano wire, were attached 
many of these little cork balls con- 
taining the cylinders holding our mes- 
sages. 

“Watching for southerly and east- 
erly winds, we sent the balloons out 


'from the ship to carry our message 


to someone who could help us. Each 
of the cork balls containing a mes- 
sage was equipped with a releasing 
device which would set it free to fall 
in the pack ice or the open water, 
there to be carried by the arctic cur- 
rents to civilization, we hoped. The 
falling of each message so lightened 
the balloon that it could rise to find 
high air currents that would carry it 
férther. 

“Fifteen of these balloons went out 
from the America, floating at the 
edge of the ice pack. From June 1 
to June 15 we sent them, the wind 
always favoring their retgrn to civi- 
lization. We waited until June 30, 
until all hope of our air mail bring- 
ing the precious stores we needed had 
vanished. Then we started back to 
Norway. 

“None of our messages had been 
picked up before our arrival in Nor- 
way August 1. and it was not until 
seven months later that the first of 


,them was picked up off Greenland. | 


Since then several of the messages 
have been found.” 

Captain Baldwin brought back from 
the arctic the first motion pictures 
taken in that frozen area. 


Japanese Beetle 
Latest Object 
For Federal War 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(?)—A 
war against the Japanese beetle over 
an area approximately the size of the 
state of Pe insylvania—gradually in- 
vaded by the pest since its establish- 
ment here 16 years ago—is being 
waged by the federal and state govern- 
ments. 

The generally and lightly infested 
areas were said teday by Lee A. 
Strong, chief of plant quarantine and 
control administration, to aggregate 
43,888 square miles. 

The beetle, described as “one of 
the major insect pests existing in the 
United States today,” is found over 


‘the entire state of New Jersey, large 


sections of Maryland, Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania, Connecticut, the District of 
Columbia, and small areas in Virginia, 
New York, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

A voracious feeder in the adult 
stage, the beetle numbers among its 
preferred hosts the apple, peach, cher- 
ry, linden, elm, willow, ‘grape, rose, 
hollyhock, smartweed and sassafras 
plants. 

“In the area of heaviest feeding 
this year,” Strong said, “shrubs, shade 
trees and virtually entire orchards 
have been completely defoliated. Losses 
to farmers in these areas have been 
considerable.” 

Quarantine restrictions have been 
established, land treated and _ traps 
placed in operation by the thousands. 
Year-round inspection and certifica- 
tion of nursery and greenhouse prod- 
ucts and soil destined to points out- 
side infested zones also have been re- 
quired as measures against the pest. 

The beetle was established, Strong 
said, at Riverton, N. J., probably 
through accidental introduction in the 
grub stage in soil about the roots of 
Japanese iris or azaleas imported from 
Japan prior to 1916. The natural 
flight of the insect from 10 to 15 miles 
annually has accounted for much of 
its distribution. 

Road inspection posts have been 
located at the border of the restricted 
zone on 48 of the principal highways 
leading from the areas, and 58 centers 
for the inspection of farm products 
are scattered at _ strategic points 
throughout the infested zones,

OFFERED TO WEST 


Federal Land Bank of Columbia, 
S. C. Dispatches covered somewhat 
briefly th talk made by R. J. Taylor, 
secretary of the Federal Land Bank. 
Mr. Taylo ’s talk was not only caus- 
tic, but absolutely frank. Concerning 
farm relief, he said: 

“The continual cry for farm relief 
is ridiculous and nauseating. To 
whom did o.r fathers cry for relief 
when they came back from the War 
Between the States to a condition 
worse than ours? They looked to 
themselves. They worked out their 
own relief. They made the farms pay 
expenses, lived on the farm income 
and because of this Georgia pros- 
pered., 

“Farm relief in Georgia is a Geor- 
gia problem. There should be no 
thought of an, appeal to Washington. 
There can be no farm relief so long 
as a farmer plants one crop with the 
‘idea that the proceeds from that one 
crop will: pay all the expenses of the 
farm. First of all, each farm must 
taise the feed and all the food needed 
for the humans and the animals on 
the farm. 

Chronic Delinquents Not Real 
Farmers. 

“We must get rid of the chronic 
delinquents on farm loans. These 
chronic delinquents are not entitled to 
be called ‘farmers. They need to get 
off the farm and into other lines of 
work, ° 

“A farm must be regarded as a 
businéss and as a business that will 
make a profit before any farm felief 
can be in sight. That means a farm 


with one or two crops as profit pay- 
ers, not as expense meeters. 

“The policy of the. Federal Land 
Bank will be to place the responsibili- 
ties wholly on the shoulders of the 
farmers The 25 associations in this 
district must accept the duty of. col- 
lecting installments of loans, of get- 
ing rid of delinquents, and of selling 
all farm properties on which fore- 


closures have been made. It is now 
wise to leave the responsibility on the 
local boards of directors and to be 
ware of shifting any of the local re- 
sponsibilities to bank headquarters. 
The local associations, the local direc- 
tors and the local  secretary-treas- 
urers must be responsible for the 
soundness of a loan, for the collec- 
tion of the loan, and for delinquen- 
cies. This is possible as is proved 
by the fact that seven out of the 25 
associations in this district have bad 
to make no foreclosures and have sus- 
tained no losses. Each of the 25 as- 
sociations can attain unto a similar 
record,” 
Farmer Can Arrange Program. 


Other speakers on the program for 
the day were John 8S.

_ Crowley, since dead, identified Bil- 
lings as one of two men hé saw at 
Steuart and Mission streets at 1:45 
p. m. on the day of the bombing, which 
eccurred less than a block away a 
few minutes later. 

Miss Smith, former dental nurse, 
- testified Billings visited her office with 
a@ suit case before the parade began; 
went to the roof and on the way out 
of the building shook hands with Dr. 
Joseph Shane, her employer. 

The surprise witnesses, summoned 

by the defense, were Dr. Shane and 
W. L. Claybourne, Oakland attorney 
and former Steuart street garage own- 
er, in whose establishment Crowley 
was employed on the day of the ex- 
plosion. 
_Dr. Shane denied having seen Bil- 
lings or any other man with a suit case 
in his office that day. He said Miss 
Smith never discussed such a visit 
with him as she had previously tes- 
tified.

WASHINGTON, Auz. 13.—Of hard- 
ly less importance than the fate of Sen- 
ator Norris himself ir the Nebraska 
primaries Tuesday was the official an- 
nouncement of policy about him by 
Chairman Fess, of the republican na- 
tional committee. Chairman Fess said 
that if Senator Norris should be re- 


nominated, the republican national or- 
ganization would support him in the 
election the same as the most orthodox 
republican nominee in any state. 
Since Norris is the most extreme of 
the republican insurgent senators, the 
national committee’s policy about him 
will be its policy about the others of 
the group who are candidates for ~*e- 
election this year, including Borah, of 
Idaho, Pine, of Oklahoma, Schall, of 
Minnesota, and McMaster, of South 
Dakota. So far as the republican .ia- 
tional committee is involved, it is now 
a fixed policy that a republican in- 
surgent is nevertheless a republican. 

Running contrary to this and more 
important than it is a proposed po- 
sition which is being discussed by im- 
portant republican leaders within the 
senate. Some republican senators con- 
sider seriously taking the position that 
the insurgent republicans are not re- 
publicans for purposes of senate or- 
ganization. This step would not in- 
volve expelling the insurgents or try- 
ing them for heresy, or disciplining 
them in any way. The regular re- 
publicans would merely say in effect, 
“There are only 41 of us. It takes 
49 to make a majority. Therefore, 
we republicans have not a majority. 
We decline to organize the senate. 
The senate must be organized by the 
majority which consists of the demo- 
crats plus their allies, the 15 insurgent 
republicans.” Refusal to organize the 
senate would mean refusal to accept 
responsibility for a senate program 
of legislation. 

Turning control of the senate over 
to the democrats by voluntary action 
of the republicans would be a sensa- 
tional action. For the present ¢@is- 
cussion of it there are two reasons. 
One is the current conspicuousness of 
the case of Senator Norris. The other 
is the possibility that in the coming 
elections the democrats may win con- 
trol of the house. If the democrats 
should win control of the house, it 
is certain there will be a serious move- 
ment to turn control of the senate 
over to them also as an act of ol- 
untary abdication by the regular re- 
blicans.

Nanking Virtually Defence- 
less as Communists Draw 
Near. 


| 


NANKING, Aug. 13.—(/)—Com- 
munist marauders approached this 
virtually defenseless capital of the na- 
tionalist government tonight while red 
armies continued devastations in the 
south and rebels drove down from the 
north. 

Weakened by removal of troops to 
areas menaced by reds and rebels, 
Nanking seemed an easy prey should 
the communists attack the walled 
city. An air of uneasiness prevailed 
among the populace of ),000 as 
peasantry turned red and appeared 
armed in near-by towns. 

Nationalist air forces were report- 
ed in action at Tsinanfu, Shantun 
capital, where bombs were avenged 
on the city recently captured by the 
insurgents, and at Nanning, capital 
of Kwangsi, in south China. At 
Nanking government infantry sup- 
ported by a squadron of bombers as- 
saulted the rebel-held city, The 
French Catholic cathedral and mis- 
sion were destroyed by bombs intend- 
ed to drive out the rebels. 

Messages from Nanning said two 
French priests and four Canadian 
nuns in the cathedral were safe. The 
aerial raid resulted in heavy casualties 
among Chinese. The rebels were re- 
ported preparing to evacuate the city. 
This caused the missionaries much 
concern as they anticipated wholesale 
looting by the fleeing troops. 

The threat against the upper Yang- 
tse river cities of Hankow, Wuchang 
and Manyang continued. Execution 
of alleged reds was carried on at Han- 
kow, where thousands of terrified 
Chinese continued to mass. 

A dozen foreign warships anchored 
off the city gave a feeling of security 
to foreigners, who could board them 
or the scores of commercial vessels in 
emergency. 

Changsha, it was reported, had been 
re-occupied by communist bands which 
recently looted and burned the Hunan 
capital, with slaughter estimated at 
1,500 persons. Foreigners who lost 
much property in anti-foreign depre- 
dations were believed safe aboard: war- 
ships at Changsha or evacuated to 
other areas. 


Junk Dealers’ Tax 
To Remain at $150 


The tax committee of council Wed- 


nesday afternoon failed to offer any 
relief from the $150 annual tax on 
junk dealers and decided that a public 
hearing will take place at the next 
regular meeting of the committee on 
a proposed revision of the _ tax 
against dry cleaning, dyeing and press- 
ing establishments. he next session 
of the e- nmittee is slated for 3 
o'clock on the afternoon of August 27. 

T. L. Taylor, of the Sanitary Dry 
Cleaning Company, submitted what he 
termed “a more equitable adjustment 
of fees” which “at the same time 
would bring tiore money into the city 
treasury.” He stated he was repre- 
senting a large number of concerns 
interested in the readjustment. 

Under Taylor's plan retail dry clean- 
ing and dye plants would pay an an- 
nual tax of $120; wholesale dry clean- 
ihg and dye plants, a year, and 
dry cleaning agents and pressing clubs 
$30 a year. 

This would bring $14,670 into the 
city treasury annually as against $12,- 
O79 under the present taxing system, 
according to Taylor’s figures.
